The Werk of Destruction Still Going on. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 14,

If Arabi 
Pasha makes a stand at Rosette or 
Damantour, Sir Garnet will’ bas to 
proceed to Alexandria. The marines, 
who spiked the guns of the fort, say 
that fifteen stand of arms of the 
newest pattern were found. Some of 
them disabled and beneath one of 
them were the half dead bodies of 
Arabs. One huudred and fifty marines 
hold the arsenal gate. At the Custom 
House gate there are 190 marines with 
Gatling guns, who will remuin all 
night. The marines have killed many 
looters. The Governor tells the people 
not to leave, but being panic stricken 
they pay no heed to bim.

A HEAVY ADVERTISER. 
One Item in the Expense of Bunniaga 
Big Circus, 

A Gazetre reporter yesterday had 
the pleasure of an intérview with F. 
H. Whitney, who has charge of the 
paper used in advertising John Robin- 
son’sshow. He distributes and charges 


out every poster, hanger or dodger that 
is used. He is an intelligent and com- 


municative gentleman, and revealed 
the hidden mysteries of his trade 
readily. The advertising department. 
ot the show is divided into three parts. 
One is the newspaper department, 
and the other two are connected with 
the pictures spread on the walls. There 
are two divisions of the latter. The 
Grst, in charge of Geo. O. Aiken with 
20 men, put up what they call an 
nouncement posters. They go about 
in the country and put up pictures 
and the date that the show will be at 
the nearest town. The second divis- 
ion is in charge ot A. O. Cass, with 
8 to 10 men, and bills the railroad 
towns and towns from which excur- 
sion trains will be ran to the show. 
Each division has a car of its own. 
The cost of the printed matter and 
posters distributed, is over a bundred 
thousand dollars a year, and the whale 
advertising bill forms one-half the ex- 
pense of the whole show. The season 
lasts eight and one-half months, and 
over 3,000 sheets are used a day. The 
newspaper department is in charge 
of J. J. Foster, who is with the show.
